On inquiry in well-informed quarters 
in London it was stated that the shipment 
must be connected either with the service 
of France s commercial debt in the United 
States or with the payment of part of the 
amount due to the Umited States Govern- 
ment for American Army stocks which were 
taken over and sold in France by the French 
Government,

It is of imterest to note that Brewer, 
Securities have not been adversely affecied 
by the suggestion that the qpal’ subsidy) 
should be provided by the brewing indusir. 

This is probably because the consumer 1s 
usually the victim when any additiona! 
burden is thrown on the industry. Guinness 
last year contributed £9,306,000 for Excise, 
Customs and licence duties, less drawback, 
but the profits increased to well ove 
£3,100,000. The burden of taxation cannot, 
therefore, be said to have fallen on the com 
pany. Figures such as these must obviously 
attract any Chancellor of the Exchequer, but

taking would have a good case to put for 
ward if it were suggested that they should 
call upon their shareholders to take on the 
complete responsibility of amy fresh taxation. 
It is the same with the. tobaceo combines 
Their huge profits are only posajble becaus: 
of the immense turnover, and a farthin, 
knocked off the selling price of a packet oí 
cigarettes, without any corresponding redu: 
tion in duty, would, it is claimed, destro 
practically the whole of their profits. With 
out any figures of turnover, it is, of cours: 
impossible to write dogmatically on such an 
assertion.

BROADCAST LECTURES AND HINTS. 


The immediate and obvious answer to the 
question which heads the article is it has 
done so, is doing so, will doubtless continue 
to do so. And if the question is looked at 
narrowly, that must appear to be an adeuate 
reply. Working for ‘‘the advancement of 
agriculture,”’ the Royal Dublin Society has, 
for over a century, placed Irish farming in 
its debt. It stages annually a show of 
hunters and thoroughbreds which may be 
rivalled but is not, we think, outdistanced 
elsewhere. Its bull shows are only less 
renowned than its horse shows. It encourages 
the exhibition of the best types of modern 
machinery adapted to the needs of this 
country. Realising agriculture as our great 
industry, it sedulously fosters those aspects 
of it-that come directly within the Society's 
scope, but realising too that our country can- 
not progress through agricu:ture alone, it 
fosters such rural home industry as is sub- 
sidiary to farming. What more can be 
asked of it? Perhaps a glance at some of 
its antecedents may enable us to consider an 
aspect of this question which is particularly 
pertinent to the conditions of Irish farming 
to-day. The R.D.S. was started in the 
“good old days”—good or not so good ac- 
cording as one views the reactions of demo- 
cracy upon agriculture? but, at all events, 
more spacious days than ours, when ‘‘ the 
country gentleman,’ then one might say 
regnant in respect of all agrarian affairs, 
hoped by lecture, demonstration and ay T- 
to utilise the Society—partly, perhaps, in his 
own interests and partly in the * landed” in- 
terests considered as a whole. Then came 
the various slumps in farming, the struggles 


. should be rejected. 
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of the encumbered estates, the agrarian agt- 
tation, the tangle of dual ownership, land 
purchase, and to-day, with tenant owner- 
ship virtually completed, we have reached 
perhaps the last (certainly a revolutionary) 
phase. Through all these rapidly develo ing 
and speedily dissolving epochs the R.D.S. 
has remained true to its original traditions. 


Position of Agriculture. 


If it had failed to do so, it would ‘not 
now be alive with fine potentialities for good 
work, our excellent Horse Show of 1925 
would probably never have been held, and 
not only the Metropolis but the nation would 
have been the poorer. To be loyal to a 
tradition, however, does not involve that 
there must be no re-adjustments to meet new 
circumstances, and the Royal Dublin Society 
has shown itself alive to this. It has made 
various ‘“‘bids for popularity’’ of late, but 
without any departure from those standards 
of culture which it was formed to uphold. 
The adhésion to its membership in consider- 
able numbers of citizens of the open drawn 
from sections of our professional and com- 
mercial life, hitherto very imperfectly repre- 
sented upon it, and the fine spirit in which 
it has accommodated itself to the demands 
made upon it in the name of our young 
State, moving from its old-established base 
and seeking in the occasion for means of im- 
proving the service it proffers the public, 
prove that it can combine with claims upon 
our sympathies, drawn from its story of old 
Services, proofs that energy and flexibility in 
meeting new conditions are not exclusive pos- 
sessions of youth. So far, indeed, we think, 
many of its re-adjustments, which this week's 
Horse Show is made the opportunity to 
signalise, have reference rather to what our 
fathers and grandfathers called ‘‘the Dublin 
Society,’’ considered as a popular resort for 
woviding Dublin citizens with books; music, 


lectures, the amenities of general culture, 


than to those aspects of its Royal Charter 
which raise the question we set out to con- 
sider. If we venture to hopé that, while 
enriching the intellectual life of Dublin, the 
Royal Dublin Society will continue to con- 
centrate on Irish agriculture we would not 
be thought either ungrateful for what it is 
placing within the easy reach of our citizens 
to-dey, or unmindful of aid, both directly 
given by its shows and indirectly by its 
meetings, to the agriculture of the past, con- 
tinuing even as we write,

, these are not ex- 
clusively the governing body of the 
Society—is this. A body with such 
substantial backing as the R.D.S., so great 
a record, so nicl elasticity, may still do 
more, not only absolutely but proportionately, 
than it has yet done “to advance agricul- 
ture,” It is, perhaps, scarcely for us to indi- 
cate the directions in which such advance is 
to be pushed forward, but two or three sug- 
gestions may , rather as illustrations 
than as dogmatic directions, in regard to new 
possibilities. We must touch lightly on 
broadcasting, for as yet we do not fully 
envisage the particular scheme which we pre- 
sume the Government is about to put into 
operation in Ireland. We hope it will follow 
on the very sound lines pursued by the British 
Broadcasting Company in issuing their Board 
ot Agriculture “ talks to farmers’’ from Lon- 
don, and the very thorough resumé of current 
agricultural prices broadcasted in Newcastle, 
Glasgow, Aberdeen, Belfast, and elsewhere. 
We presume this would be work for our De- 
partment of Agriculture, for the Irish Free 
State cannot afford to lag behind the similar 
Department of the Ministry of Northern Ire- 
land or the British Board of Agriculture. 
But we should hope that the conditions 
governing. broadcasting will admit of the 
D.S. “relaying” their excellent series of 
lectures every winter and spring to every 
listener who is able to procure a receivjng set. 
And with this end in view, might not the 
Society develop its lectures on lines calcu- 
lated to stimulate interest, deepen activity 
and increase knowledge regarding the one 
industry essential to our existence as a pro- 
ducing people? Such lectures should avoid 
the prolixity and dullness of mere ‘‘technics”’ 
and the superficial and too often useless 
talkiness of the “ popular -lecture’’—for 
which, indeed, there is a place, but,not, we 
think, as a factor in advancing agriculture.

A Permare t Exhibit. 


Broadcasting is for the future—the imme- 
diate future, we hope, needing: plans to be 
matured at once to utilise it when it 
arrives here—but there are matters of imme- 
diate importance which might engage atten- 
tion at once. We wonder would it not be 
possible for the R.D.S8. to devote a little of 
its space to a permanent exhibit, permanent 
in time but varying in content, in which there 
might be staged either a working model or an 
actual replica of some piece of modern, tested 
machinery, suitable for use on the smaller or 
medium Irish farm, or some such educative 
exhibits as a series of specimens of milk pro- 
ducts, and another of the Rothampsted crops 
and seeds (each accompanied by necessary 
diagrams and explanatory matter), such as 
were staged at the Wembley Exhibition and 
written about in an /rish (meas ‘‘Farming 
Review ” last summer. The farmer is, we 
think, more impressed .; what he sees than 
by what he hears, though the reiteration by 
many voices of the same facts does finally 
move him. And, although it may be objected 
all too truly that only comparatively few 
small or medium farmers find ‘their way to

WHAT IS THE CAUSE? 


Cattle.—The total number of cattle ex- 
ported to Great Britain from Ireland during 
the first six months of this year, viz., 343,456, 
was practically equal to the average of the 
Same period of the years 1914 to 1924, al- 
though considerably smailer than the excep- 
tionally large number in: 1924. 

The shipments of fat cattle showed a: re- 
duction df no less than 60,000, or 42 per 
cent. from the figures of the corresponding 
period of last year. - As will be seen from 
the table below, the number of fat cattle ex- 
ported from Ireland during the perfód January 
to June amounted to only 82,420 head, and is 
the lowest recorded in the first half of the 
year over the whole period covered by the 
table. The reduction compared with a year 
earlier has been consistent throughout, and 
m only one week this year have the -ship- 
ments been as great as in the correspondiag 
week of 1924. ‘The decrease during the first 
three months was attributed in April to the 
shortage of roots in ireland and the higher 
prices ruling for feeding stuffs generally, re- 
sulting in a scarcity of finished cattle, and 
there 1s no reason to suppose that this is not 
the explanation of the continuance of the 
small arrivals of fat cattle, 

During the first three months of the year 
the - number of cattle, other than 
fat easts, sent from  JIreland was 
rather in advance of 1924. During the second 
quarter of (924, however, shipments of “other 
cattle’ were exceptionally heavy, and, al- 
though the past three months have about 
maintained the figures of the first quarter of 
1925, the total supplies for the six months, 
January to June, fall short by some 60,000 of 
the arrivals in the same period last year. At 
the same time,.although so much less than last 
year and slightly less than in 1923, the total 
of 261,036 is substantially greater than in 
most of the years set out in the table given 
below. The returns of “ other cattle include 
stores, which have declined from 280.518 in 
1924 to 223.906 :n 1925., cr a reduction of 
about 20 per cent.; milch cows, which have 
fallen from 16 329 to 12,865; springers, which 
are down from 9.994 to 4,443; and calves, 
which have increased from 16,391 tu 19,824. 

Sheep.—The total shipments of 160,146 
sheep and lambs are about up to the average, 
although decidedly lighter than in 1924 and 
1922. The reduction as compared with 1924 
is relatively heavier among sheep than 
among lambs, fat sheep declining by 33,825, 
or nearly 40 per cent., and lambs by 37,44, 
or 26 per cent. 

Pigs.—The number of pigs exported to 
Great Britain from Ireland have been excep- 
tionally small this year. The rediiced pig 
population in June, 1924, pointed to smaller 
exports, and the position was aggravated by 
the shortage of potatoes for fattening. The 
total exports from January to June amounted 
to no more than 22,451, or less than 20 per 
cent. of the arrivals in the same period in the 
previous year. This exceptional reduction in 
the export of pigs has not been compensated 


Imports of pork and bacon into Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland from the Irish Free 
State were appreciably lighter up to the end 
of June than in the same period last year. 
No definite information is available as to the 
imports of pork or bacon from Northern Ire- 
land into Great Britain.

THE DAIRY FARMERS’ 
14 POINTS.

A Beginning. 
The visit to “Dublin of “the Right 
State for the Dominions.in Mr. Baldwin's 
Government, is, in its way, .a, historic 
event. Mr. Amery, who is the guest of 
the Governor-General at the Viceregal 
Lodge, is the first member of a Conserva- 
tive Administration to visit the Irish Free 
State, and his presence in our capital may 
be regarded as marking the end of the tran- 
sition period from revolution to stability. 
The change is evident on every hand. 
Ireland has regained the old spirit which 
was lost awhile. This year’s Horse Show is 
giving expression to a new feeling of con- 
fidence and national strength. Once more 
Dublin is becoming a- city of brightness 
and gaiety ; its people have thrown off the 
gloom that has been hanging heavily upon 
them during recent years, and our visitors 
from all parts of the globe must find it 
difficult to believe that the crowded streets 
through which they make their way to 
Ballsbridge were swept only a few short 
years ago with machine-gun fire. The 
Irish people have a wonderiul resilience 
of character. Few nations could have 
shaken off the moral effects of virtually 
six years of civil conflict in such a short 
space of time; and the fact that the tasks 
of reconstruction ate’ proceeding apace is 
a remarkable tribute to Government and’ 
people alike. It is true that we have an 
adverse trade balance, that our agri- 
cultural industry is depressed “and: that 
trade in general is in a bad way. Yet 
nobody despairs. We have fecovered faith 
in ourselyes and in our country’s destiny, 
and the wonderful succéss of Horse Show 
Week. is a symbol of that. faith. 
‘It was inevitable that the visit of the Secre- 
tary: of State for the Dominions to’: Dublin 
should be associated with political affairs, 
and the quidnunes on both sides of the 
Channel are busily speculating . ‘on the 
nature of Mr. Amery's ‘mission. The fact 
that he is reported to have had an inter- 
view with Sir James Craig ' in “London 
yesterday has given colour. to a rumour 
that he is acting as a liaison-officer between 
the Governments of Nerthern Ireland and 
the Free State, and the spectre . of the 
Boundary Commission has been called 
into being again. We understand that 
Mr. Amery’s~ visit has no political 
significance. He is about to undertake 
a series of tours in the Dominions, and, 
naturally, the Free State is his first choice. 
He has been welcomed heartily by the 
Irish people, and we may hope, now that 
the ice has: been broken, that social inter- 
course between official circles in. London 
and Dublin’ will ‘help to hasten that com- 
plete understanding. between the British 
and the Irish peoples which is so essential 
to the welfare of our islands. Neverthe- 
less; if Mr. Amery, or anybody else, could 
anticipate. the mechanical arbitrament of 
the Boundary Commiission by an agreed 
settlement of this vexed question, he would 
be doing. a great service not only to 
Ireland, North aswell ag. South, but to 
the whole Commonwealth of Nations. to 
which she belongs. The ‘award of the 
Commission: is expected to be published 
betore the end ‘of the present year, I+ 
cannot possibly do any good either to the. 
Free State or to Northern Ireland, and, 
very probably, it will do considerable 
harm to them both. Human beings cannot

country demand,"-—This , statement is 
}made in a White “Paper issued by the 
British Government. to explain the terms 
of the settlement by which the threatened 
coal strike was averted. It is a grave. 
statement, and. should give pause to the 
Prime Minister's critics, whether they be 
Labour men or Conservatives. Not in a 
weak moment, intimidated by revolu- 
tionary threats, nor yet in a cunning effort 
to save the mine-owners’ profits and 
royalties, did Mr. Baldwin assent to the 
proposal of a subsidy with which to carry 
on the working of the mines. It was 
recognition of the fact that, in present 
circumstances, the mining jndustry has 


| ceased to be a paying undertaking that in- 


duced the British Government to tax the 
nation in order to prevent a stoppage. 
The miners, we think, have showed an un- 
helpful spirit in their flat refusal to exert 
themselves and to increase their output, 
but theirs at the best is a hard life. 
The. mine-owners, on the other hand, 
must have their profits; for they can 
no more afford to keep the mines 
open without profits than a _ baker 
can afford to sell bread at a loss. If it is 
impossible for the miners. to receive a 


.| living wage and for the coal they dig to 


yield a profit, all the pits must follow 
the many that already. have closed. If 
demand for British coal ceases, miners 
cannot: draw. wages or owners profits. 
That is the situation with which the 
British Government has been confronted. 
The paralysis creeping over the mines 
threatened in a catastrophic moment to 
become universal. So immense a part of 
England’s economic life is bound up with 
the mining industry, that the impending 
stoppage implied general ‘national collapse. 
The subsidy—-which will amount, perhaps, 
to a million pounds a month—is an emer- 
gency measure, and the loss is forced upon 
the nation by the plight in which world 
conditions have involved its basic in- 
dustry. 

. During the ‘months for which the sub- 
sidy has been voted, experts will explore 
every. possibility. of rendering the coal 
mines profitable. once more, -Reorganisa- 


more .economical system of distribution 
from pit-héad to market may be instituted. 
Machinery may be found which. will in- 
crease the miner's daily output—for the 
British mines are far behind tose of 
America in mechahica] methods. Further- 
more, means may be devised for the pro- 
duction at the pit-head of electrical energy 
from coal, whereby. cost of transport in a 
large part of the nation’s consumption 
may be eliminated. By these measures 
jointly pursued, it is: hoped that the 
present loss ypon the working of the mines 
may be evaded; and even transformed into 
a considerable gain. A total recénstruc- 
tion of the industry is involved in order 
to adapt it to the new needs and the 
new difficulties. An enormous task is 
laid upon British science and .states- 
manship. In the meantime, Mr. Churchill 
must find a sum of money which certainly 
will amount to ten million pounds and 
may reach twenty. In the day of the 
nation’s straits the miners have refused 
to work “the hours which they worked in 
days of the nation’s most abundant 
prosperity, and the burden of the in- 
dustry’s difficulty is cast wholly upon the 
State. . It is suggested that Mr. Churchill 
will seék the money in a tax of a penny a 
pint. on beer. Other industries may be 
involved in demands from the workers for 
relief ta be sought in a Government sub- 
sidy if it.is not brought home to the 
workers, ‘as a whole, that the State is the 
people, and that demands on the national 
exchéquer ate demands that’ ultimately 
must be paid by themselves. It is desir- 
able that the expense of the coal subsidy 
should be brought before the nation, in 
some obvious levy. The notion that the 
State is an institution apart. from the 
people, possessed of. an inexhaustible 
treasiire chest that can be robbed again 
and again, has been fostered by the loose 
language of socialistic agitators, and the 
common-sense of the citizen must be roused 
against it.

Bolivia. 


One hundred years ago to-day Simon 
Bolivat; who delivered five nations from 
Spanish power, declared: ‘‘ Now begins 
the peace of America.’ Unfortunately, 
five short years afterwards completely 
discouraged, he was to add: . “ There 
is no such thing as good faith in America, 
either between men or between nations ; 
treaties are scrapsof paper, elections are 
fights, liberty is anarchy.” Bolivia was 
one of the last of the South American 
colonies under Spanish dominion to 
promulgate its independence. At first it had 
aver,a million and a half square miles, 
but these have been whittled down as the 
result of a series of unsuccessful wars to 
a. bare. half million. Its coast lime has 
entirely:.. disappeared, and the rich 
Antofagasta littoral, with its valuable 
saltpetre deposits, has been lost. No 
fewer than seventy presidents . or 
dictators have been elected, the length 
of whose term of office depended not so 
much on the Constitution as on their 
power to establish themselves forcibly. 
Now, however, conditions have taken a 
definite step for the better. The last 
election has been tranquil; the indus- | 
trial situation is quiet; the Budget is

The ‘White Paper relating to the coal 
dispute settlement, when issued in the 
Lobby this afternoon, was eagerly scruti- 
nised by members. The final pardgraph 
‘was considered to be the most interesting 
for it states that, after surveying the 
whole position. and with. all. reserves for 
incalculable. factors, tlie’ Government have 
decided-to ask Parliament to authorise the 
expenditure of ten million pounds at the 
present time. If this amount proves in- 
| sufficient, farther authority will be soucht 
from Parliament. This was regarded as 
an indication that a further sum will be 
necessary before the spring, and many 
members were of the opinion that the sum 
required will be nearer twenty million 
pounds than ten. The White Paper shows 
that. all collieries are to be treated alike 
under the proposed scheme, while their 
economic positions will be left undis- 
turbed, the indystry continuing in the 
same way as if no financial assistance 
were being provided from the Exchequer. 
The assistance, of course, will enable more 
pits to work and more men to be employed 
than if the 1924 agreement had been con- 
tinued without Government assistance. 


Not to Apply to All Pits. 


The subsidy will enable the industry to 
work at the same costs, same prices, and 
oh the same scale as if the colliery-owners’ 
proposals of July Ist had been put into 
operation, but it provides no guarantee 
that all pits will work or that pits now 
closed shall be re-opened. Where the 
eccnomic conditions are such that a pit 
would not have been kept open under the 
owners’ proposals, the subsidy will not 
enable it to work, There is, therefore, no 
possibility whatever, of the Government 
being compelled to assume the burden of 
maintaining ‘all and every pit regardless 
of its economic conditions. These explana- 
tions afforded by the White Paper wil! 
remove a number of misapprehensions. 


Debate on the Settlement. 


The arrangements for the debate on the 
coal dispute’ ‘settlement to-morrow are 
that the Prime Minister shall speak first, 
and- it is understood that his speech will 
be. rather longer than usual. . It was said 
this evening that he will be able to throw 
-quite a new light on the situation as it 
was at the end of last week, and should he 
do this the Conservatives are likely to be 
appeased. The party up to the present 
has been given no real explanation as to 
why the settlement was made, and if the 
Prime Minister is able to give such an 
explanation it will be welcomed; for, 
while it is generally supposed that the 
Government had to take the only course 
open to it at the moment it is a point that 
needs elaboration. It is most unlikely 
that any Conservative will vote against 
the Government—though a few may 
abstain—and the Government majority 
will be a very big one, since it will include 
almost the whole Labour vote. It is 
rumoured that Mr. Lloyd George intends 
to force the debate to a division, and, 
should he do so, the Liberals are not likely 
to shine; for there are only a score in 
attendance at Westminster. 


Conservative Dissatisfaction. 


Rumours were afloat in the Lobby to- 
day concerning the meeting of the Con- 
servative industrial group last night, and 
it.was said that the official report was a 
very tame account of the proceedings, 
since.it stated that the Chief Government 
Whip had been requested to convey to the 
Prime Minister the opinion that the pay. 
ment of a subsidy to the coal industry 
must not be regarded as a precedent for 
other industries. I was told that over 
one hundred Conservative members werd 
present at the meeting, and very pijin 
speaking was the order of the day, with 
the direct intimation that much of it will 
be repeated in the debate toemorrow. It 
is understood that. Sir Robert Horne will 
be an early speaker to-morrow and will 
make an important contribution to tha 
debate, but it is not his intention to attack 
the Government. 


A Further Struggle Likely. 


Conservative members who have been 
paying visits to their constituencies have 
returned to Parliament pressed with 
stories of the indignation caused by the 
surrender to the mining industry. In 
many places the utmost is being made of 
the circumstanees by the extremists, who 
now talk freely of compelling the Gevern- 
ment to grant subsidies to other industries. 
This. 1s ‘particularly the case in mining 
districts where a campaign to securé 
nationalisation of the mimes is in full 
blast. and the miners are told that they 
must win. All the indications point ta 
a further struggle im the spring, and, 
unless the country is prepared, it may ba 
as successful.as that just over. 


Sir James Craig and Mr. Amerv. 


It was stated this morning that Sis 
James Craig, the Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, paid a visit yesterday 
to Mr. Amery, the Dominion Secretary, 
to discuss financial questions outstanding 
between the Imperial and the Northern 
Ireland Governments. There seems to be

reserved for the Treasury. It does seein 
certain, however, that the Dominion 
Secretary had Sir James Craig a visitor. 
The intended visit of Mr. Amery to the 
Governor-General of the Irish Free Stata 
will inaugurate, if all goes well, a series 
of visits to all the Dominions, to be taken 
by .the Dominion Secretary at times most 
suited to the work of his department.

(4) The zone of Ceuta and Melilla. some 
what enlarged, shall remain, the property of 
Spain. ! 

FS) The boundaries of the autonomous Riff 
State shall be the Ouergha and Loukkos 
Rivers, and a line twenty kilometers east of 
the Fez-Tangier railroad. 

(6) The territory between the Atlantic 
Ocean—a line twenty kilometers easf of the 
Fez-Tangier Railway and the Loukkos 
River, shall be abandoned by Spain, and 
either added tó the international zohé’ or 
divided between the French and the inter- 
national zones, 

The two Governments, the Correspondent 
says, have offered to get the League of 
Nations to ' guarantee the new arrange 
ment.””

VISIT TO NAPOLEON’S TOMB. 


ST. HELENA, Wednesday. 

The reception in honour of the Prince 0! 
Wales at Plantation Government House last 
night afforded a striking contrast betwean 
“he old Georgian house and diningroom, 
lighted with candles in inverted bottle-shaped 
clear glass holders, set on the tables. and 
round the walls, and. the latest. jazz, played 
by & band from the Repulse. Dancing lasted 
till a late hour, 

This morning the Prince visited the flax 
mills, afterwards proceeding to Napoleon's 
tomb, situated in a little hollow in the hills, 
surrounded by pines and cypresses and close 
to a spring. This was a favourite spot with 
Napoleon, who requested to be buried here. 
The tomh itself is a large white-washed slab, 
with an iron railing round it. The slab bears 
no inscription, owing toa controversy between 
Napoleon’s followers, who desired the in- 
scription to be “ The Emperor Nanoleon,’’ or. 
at least, ‘‘ Napoleon,” while the Governor, 
Sir Hudson Lowe, insisted that the 
British Government recognised him only as 
General Boonaparte. The outcome was that 
nothing at all was inscribed. 

The Prince, who was accompanied by the 
Governor, was received at the tomb by M. 
and Mme. Colin, the curator and his wife, 
who explained the circumstances of Napoleon's 
burial, and presented to His Royal Highness 
a piece of the original wall-paper fron 
Napoleon's room at songwood, and also a 
copy of Lacase’s Memoirs, The Prince 
planted an olive tree close by. 

After drinking a glass of water from 
Napoleon's Spring the Prisce went for a ride 


round the country. He lunched at Plantation.

DISCOVERY IN SOUTH AFRICA.

A modern native, with a prehistoric head, 
has been discovered in Africa. Professor 
Dart, the discoyerer of the Tsungs skull, has 
reported the discovery to the members of the 
Cape Town University. - It was made during 
work in the dissecting room on the body of a 
native, who died a few weeks ago. The skull 
is declared to be of exactly the same type as 
the Boskop prehistoric man discovered in the 
Transvaal twelve years ago. e present 
skull has a brain capacity of two thousand 
eubic centimetres, whereas the average 
European brain has a capacity of only fifteen 
hundred. This means that the Boskop type, 
hitherto known only as a fossil, has suddenly 
reappeared in the modern native.

Accompanying the 
estimate was an explanatory memorandum cf 
the terms of settlement of the dispute in the 
industry. This memorandum states - 

The basic priheiple of the wages agreement 
entered into on the 18th June, 1924, was that 
wages rates in each district should be deter- 
mined by the assignment to wages of approxi- 
mately 87 per cent. of the proceeds of the 
industry in that district after deduction of 
costs other than wages. But the operation 


of this principle was to be subject to the pro- 
vision that in no circumstances were wages 
to be reduced below a level represented by 


current basis rates, plus the percentage ad- 
ditions to basis rates that were in operation 
in the several distriets in July, 1914, plus an 
addition of thirty-three and a third per cent. 
to the: total. This rate of wages ís called 
the ‘‘ minimum.” 

Throughout “the p twelve months the 
state of trade in the coal-mining industry has 
become steadily worse, with the result that 
eventually wages in every district were ‘on 
the minimum”; that is to say, the principle 
of dividing the “‘net proceeds’ in the propor- 
tions of 87-13 was no lonuce operative, but 
had been replaced universally by the obliga- 
tion to pay the minimum: rates mentioned 
above, irrespective of the amount of the 
proceeds. 


A FULL INQUIRY. 

The Government have recognised that the 
coal-mining industry as a whole is, under 
existing conditions, ‘financially unable to con 
tinue either to give employment or to produce 
coal on.a scale which the interests of the 
country ; demand... At the same. time, they 


have before them the contention put forward 
by the Miners’ Federation, and they desire 
to explore every possibility of obtaining a 
higher-economit organisation of ithe. industry. 
Thev have; therefore; decided to institute a 
full inquiryy with the object of investigating 
methods of improving its. productive efficiency 
and. its competitive “ower in world markets. 
This inquiry should be completed; in good 
time before May of next year, and in the 
meantime the Government have agreed to 
assist the industry by filling the gap that lies 
between the level of wages provided by the 
minimum provisions of the National Wages 
Agreement of 1924; and the lower level of 
wages which would result from the colliery 
owners’ proposals of Ist July, last. 

During this period the level of wages which 
the owners in each district will be called upon 
themselves to bear will be that which results 
month by month from the application of the 
87-13 formula, subject only to this:—That, as 
between themselves and the. Government, if 
the 13 per cent. share of the owners is esti- 
mated to represent more than fifteen pence 
per ton the excess will be transferred to the 
payment of wages in relief of the Government, 
subvention. The wages actually paid to’ the 
men in each district will be at a level not. 
less than the minimum provided under the 
1924 agreement. The Government will pay 
to the owners the aimount by which’ their 
wages bill at this minimum level of wages 
exceeds the amount which under the preceding 
paragraph they are themselves called upon to 
bear. No subvention will be payable in 
any district if and so long as the level of 
wages under the 87-13 formula may be raised

“ THE FATHER OF THE 


AMERICAN NAVY.” 


HROUGHOUT the stirring chapters cf 
ii American history, dealing, with her 
struggle for national independence, are 
to be found the names of many valiant Irish- 
men who rendered loyal and valuable ser- 
vices to the young Republic of the West. 
In the stories recorded of fights, whether 
on land or sea, during that eventful period, 
men 6f Irish birth or parentage figure 
prominently, and to their loyal services and 
valour America is under no small obligation. 
As long as a ship of the American Navy 
floats en the high seas, so long will the 
name of Commodore John Barry, the Wex- 
ford sailor, be associated with the first 
beginnings of the American Navy. 

h the year 1745 John Barry first saw 
light in the little coastal village of Tacum- 
shane, Co. Wexford. 

The glamour of a “life on the ocean 
wave,” with its eternal appeal to the spirit 
of adventurous, youth, proved an early and 
irresistible attraction to the young fisher lad; 
and so we find him, when barely fourteen, 
bidding farewell to the peaceful home of his 
father and entering on his career as a 
seaman on board a trader plying between 
Philadelphia and the British ports. _Two# 
years later he had settled “in Philadelphia, 
and had made America his adopted country. 

In following the calf of the sea, Barry 
had found his true vocation, and by. his 
attention to, and mastery of, all the details 
pertaining to his profession he attained nu 
small measure of success, Hence ‘we find him, 
in the year 1770, when aged 25, and just 
eleven years after leaving home, in command 
of the Black Prince, one of the finest traders 
plying between Philadelphia and London. 

Shortly after the War of Independence 
broke out the necessity for providing some 
protection for American commerce against 
the depredations of the British betame ap- 
parent to those into whose hands had been 
entrusted the responsibility for the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the revolted colonies. 

In order to cope! with this emergency, 
Congress purchased some merchant ships, 
had them fitted out and armed, and to John 
Barry, who had attracted the attention of 
Washington by his courage, skill, and cool- 
ness, was entrusted the task of seeing that 
they were made capable of fulfilling the 
object for which they were intended. 

Cheerfully and readily, the young Irishman 
undertook the task, and he was soon ap- 
pointed, with the rank of Senior Captain, to 
command the first hastily-fitted craft that 
were to comprise America’s earliest en- 


| deavour in the formation of a navy. 


In the month of “February, 1776, Captain 
Barry was appease to the Lexington, of 16 
guns, and with this he made the first capture 
of a British warship—the Edward—that was 
made by an American cruiser, flying the flag 
of the United States.

WARNINGS TO REFRACTORY 
BRANCHES. 


The International Congress of the Irish 
National Foresters was resumed yesterday at 
Monaghan. 

It was agreed that a committee, representa- 
tive of England, Scotland, Wales and Ireland, 
should draft rules for the international ;e- 
quirements of the Order. It was further 
resolved that a letter signed by the Grand 
High Chief Ranger should be sent to each of 
the Colonial Subsidiary Executive Councils, 
requiring them to pay a reasonable levy 
towards the management expenses of the 
Society. 

Two Irish branches, it was agreed, should 
be warned that unless they registered within 
a fortnight they would be struck off the roll.

Full 
support was pledged to the Scottish branches 
which had remained loyal to the parent 
organisation. 

A resolution of sympathy with the relatives 
of the late Cardinal Logue was passed, and 
the General Secretary was instrutted to send 
it to the Archbishop of Armagh. Votes of 
condolence were passed also with the relatives 
of the late Mr. J. ©.

LIVING IN RUINS. 
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WOMAN WHOSE SONS WERE 
KILLED IN THE WAR. 


Among a number of! tenement houses at 
Ouarry s row inspected recently by the Sani- 
tary Committee of Portadown Town Council 
was one where the stairs leading from the 
kitchen to a room on the first floor had been 
taken down, so that the tenement at present 
consisted of only one eompartment—the 
kitchen—-in which the bed was kept. 

A report by ‘the Committee, which came 
before the Council yesterday, stated that the 
surroundings of -the tenant concerned were 
such that no human being could be expected 
to endure for any appreciable time. nless 
immediate action was taken to effect an im- 
provement the Council would do well to draw 
the attention of the Medical Officer of Health 
to the condition of the house. 

Mr. G. A. Locke said that the woman who 
occupied this house had hanging on the wall 
two certificates of sons who served in the war, 
and who, he thought, were killed in the war. 
As he looked at these certificates, and the 
hovel in which the mother of these 
lived, he could not help thinking of t 
promises that were made during war— 
that houses would be provided for the mó 
that would be “‘ fit for heroes to live in.’’ 
Council should try and protect this unfortu- 
nate woman, and see that the house which she 
oceupied was made habitable. At present it 
was not fit for a pig. 

It was stated that the woman paid 2s. 6d. 
a week rent, and one Councillor remarked 
that she should not pay any rent for a house 
in such a ition.

Mars is closing gradually with the Sun, and 
is quite out of reach of the naked eye. He 
sets about half an hour after the Sun. Jupiter 
is conspicuous in the evening sky, passing the 
meridian just before 10.30 p.m. on the lst 
and two hours earlier on the 3ist. He is, 
however, low down, in 23° of South Declina- 
tion, or just where the Sun is in mid-Decem- 
ber. In consequence of this low altitude he 
will be found badly defined in the telescope, 
and his disc will appear to be coloured bluish 
on the North Pole and reddish on the South. 
This is an effect of atmospheric dispersion, 
and is exhibited by all objects near the 
horizon, but is most noticeable in bright 
planets like Jupiter and Venus. In conse- 
quence of his position, few eclipses or other 
phenomena of his satellite system will be 
visible to Northern observers this year, In 
1926 his position ‘for the telescope will be 
qumeidecaee improved. i ; 

Saturn has nearly passed from view, setting 
while it is still twilight. ' 

THe Moon. 

Full moon of the 4th at 11.59 a.m. 

Last Quarter on the 11th at 9,11 a.m. 

New Moon on the 19th at 1.15 p.m. 

First Quarter on the 27th at 4.46 p.m. 

The Moon will be in perigee, or at her 
nearest approach to the Earth, 10.6 p.m. on 
the Ord. Phis is only 12 h. 55 min. before 
Full. Tides may, therefore, be expected to 
be unusually high on August Sth, 6th and 
Tth. 

There will be a partial eclipse of t;e Meon 
on the 4th. As Full Moon occurs at Green- 
wich mid-day, the eclipse will, of couse, be 
invisible here, the Moon being below our 
horizon. It will be visible in North and South 
America, the Pacific Ocean, Australia, and 
Eastern Asia. This is the companion lunar 
eclipse to the annular eclipse of the Sun on 
July 20th. : : 

Planetary conjunctions with the Moon will 
be :—Jupiter on the 2nd and 50th, Venus on 
the 22nd, Saturn on the 25th. None of the 
approaches are very close, . 

For thee same reason which keeps Venus 
lingering long before coming into conspicuous 
view as an evening star at this time of year, 
the crescent Moon hardly shows herself in the 
evening sky. The Sun reaches his highest 
North declination at mid-summer, and his 
path thenceforward lies Southwards till mid- 
winter. The plants, including the Moon, when 
following him towards setting, are, therefdre, 
still further South than he, and consequently 
have a shorter arc between rising and setting 
At the August New Moon, one day 
makes a difference of only 22 minutes in the 
time of Moonset. At the February 
New Moon it makes a difference 
of 78 minutes. ‘The Moon travels 
the same distance per day along the Ecliptic 
in Febrary as in August. But in the former 
mon‘h her path makes a much steeper angle 
with the horizon.than in the latter, and, con- 
sequently, she climbs above the horizon faster. 
Another consequence of the different angle 
of inclination of the Moon's path to the 
horizon at different times of year is that the 
“new moon lies on her báck ” in the spring 
and not in Jate summer and autumn, An 
old superstitution says that when the new 
moon lies on her back, the weather will be 
fine. Weather superstitions are often founded 
on some real scientific fact, which our fore- 
fathers had been observant enough to notice. 
For example, the legend about St. Swithin's 
Day is founded on the undoubted fact that 
British weather is always wet from July 15th 
till after the middle of August. This is 
such a marked phenomenon of our climate 
that the six weeks following July 15th may 
be called the British rainy season. Other 
periods of our year may be wet, but this one 
must be wet. However, ES in this and 
some other cases our ancestors showed a sound 
instinct for noticing weather connections of 
cause and effect, they were much less happ” 
when they tried to connect the moon with 
the weather. Practically all moon-and-weather 
saying are not only satin, but absurd; and, 
perhaps, the most absurd (at any rate, the 
most obviously absurd) is that about the new 
moon Wing on her back. For this position of 
the new moon is exclusively seasonal. She 
always lies on her back in the spring, never 
in the autumn. According to the popular 
myth, the spring should therefore be dry, the 
autumn wet. It often is so, but the moon 
has nothing to do with it. And it very often 
is not so. 

Moral of the above ta the summer holiday- 
maker—do not go for your holidays between 
July 15th and August 15th. 

Tue Stars ror Avcust. 

At midnight on the Ist, 11 p.m. on the 
15th, 10 p.m. on the 30th. On the meridian, 
from the Southern horizon to the zenith, are 
Capricornus, Delphinus, Cygnus, and Cepheus. 
The conspicuous cross formed by the prin- 
cipal stars of Cygnus will be easily identified, 
its upper stars nearly overhead. It is a 
much more convincing cross than the so- 
called Southern Cross, which is more sugges 
tive of a kite, Below the Crgnus cross is 
Delphinus. which is a kite all complete, tail 
and all. West of the meridian are Aquila, 
Lyra, Hercules, Corone Borealis, and Bootes. 
and near the S.W. horizon Ophiuchus and 
Serpens. The bright stars Altair, Vega, and 
Arcturus are easily picked out by their 
lustre. ' 

The Eastern quarter of the heavens is bare 
of bright lights, the brightest object in it 
being Alpha Arietis, near the Eastern horizon. 
The Great Square of Pegasus is the most 
easily identified of the star groups here, and 
below, and on either side are Aquarius and 
Pisces. Taurus is rising; Andromeda and 
Perseus lie above it, and Aries; while Capella, 
easily picked out by its brightness, is low 
down in the N.E. The foremost stars of the 
Great Bear are below the Pole. The Milky 
War runs in a curved track from Capella 
through Perseus, Cassiopeia, Cepheus, Cygnus 
and Aamila to the §.W. horizon. In Cygnus 
it divides, and the great dark pool between 
the branches, known as the Northern “oal- 
sack, catches the eye easily on a dark night. 
A similar and much blacker Coal-sack is 
found below our hofizon, in the Soathern 
Cross. 

Mereors. 

The Perseid radiant begins to be active in 
the end of Julv, and reaches its maximum 
about August 10th. It is the most certain 
of appearance, and furnishes the most attrac- 
tive disblav of any of the regular showers. 
The best time for observing meteors ‘unfor- 
tunately for most people) is after midnight. 
It is doubly vnfortunate for Irish observers 
at this time of vear, since real midnicht, the 
ktnd which the stars recognise, is 1.70 aim.., 
according to our prevent legal time.

SOME FOOD REVELATIONS. 


APPLES ‘THAT BECAME 
STRAWBERRIES.

Remarkable details of impurities in food 
are given in the report of the work of the 
British Ministry of Health during the year 
ended March ól last, which has just ‘pee 
issued. Interesting building statistics are 
also contained in the report, which shows 
that, approximately, 135,000 houses were 
erected during the year, with and without 
State assistance. 

In regard to food adulteration, the case is 
quoted of the employés of a milk firm who 
were seen before daybreak at Paddington 
Station adopting a deliberate routine of ab- 
stracting milk from churns and ee a 
mixture of milk and water. An analyst 
found that an average of two per cent. of 
water had been added, but as the adultera- 
tion was not sufficient to bring the compo- 
sition of the milk below the limits laid down 
in the regulations, a sample taken at the 
time of sale would have been presumed to be 
genuine. 

Of 459 samples sold as ‘‘ custard powder,” 
““eustard,” or “ cream custard,’’ 16 were re- 
ported as adulterated, either because they 
contained coal tar dye, or because they con- 
sisted wholly of dyed and flavoured maize 
flour without any dried egg. Two samples, 
consisting of dyed and flavoured maize 
starch, were described on the containers as 
being “' delicious custard.” 

THE OMNIPOTENT APPLE. 

A sample of strawberry jam was found 
to contain 75 per cent. of apple jelly and not 
one whole strawberry. Another case quoted 
is that of a pound of bramble jelly which 
was nine-tenths apple, and for which 54d, 
im excess of the current price of apple jam 
was charged. In dealing with lemon cheese 
er lemon curd, which should be compounded 
solely of butter, sugar, eggs and lemon, the 
report states that the increase in’ the com- 
mercial manufacture and. sale of the articles 
has resulted in the gradual elimination of 
the original materials and their replacement 
by cheaper substitutes. : 

The public analyst of Poplar is quoted 
as saving that the designation “ice cream ”’ 
appears to be very loosely and irregularly 
applied to a yariety of frozen products which 
may varv from sweetened water to sweetened 
cream, end he considers that if a vendor 
rells as ice cream something devoid of 
cream, he commits an offence which should 
he dealt with in the same manner as other 
forms of adulteration. The presence of smal! 
quantities of lead or copper was responsible 
tor the majority of the cases in which samples 
of aerated waters were reported against. 

The report also mentions a case in which 
a local authority recovered costs amounting 
to five guineas in a prosecution under the 
Merchandise Marks Act for the sale of 
“lemon squash,’’ consisting only of a solu- 
tion of sugar and water, coloured and 
flavoured.

HEALTH LECTURER PRAISES 
MILK. 3: 

“The physical condition of children in 
schools to-day is worse than at the outbreak 
of the war,” said Mr. A. D. Allen, O.B.E.. 
speaking on behalf of the National Milk Pub. 
licity Council at the Rotary Club, Birmine- 
ham. : -” 

"We were dismayed then at the number of 
men whom medical examination pronounced 
Cá, but our proportion of ‘unfit’ is still as 
‘large, because many of the present-day child. 
ren have been feared on substitutes: and. 
further, it is obvious that, with 2,000,000 
people drawing the dole, there must he at 
least three or four million children existing 
on inadequate food. You cannot rear an Al 
population on a C3 diet. 

“ These children are the. soldiers of the 
future—for the battle of life if not for war. 
The famous maxim, ‘An army marches on its 
stomach,’ means much more than that sol- 
diers must be provided with good dinners. 
It means that they must have been reared on 
‘the good stomachs of many yestor-years ’— 
to paraphrase the poet—and it is milk, 
Nature’s most compendious food, in the 
children’s stomachs that is going to make men 
of physical, nervous and mental fitness. 

“s People of vision to-day are concentrating 
every effort on education, but the millions 
spent are wasted when teaching is given io 
children who have not the power to absorb 
it. Certainly, meals are given to necessitous 
children, but milk should play a larger part 
in these meals.” The fact that milk actu- 
ally makes brain, as well as physical growth. 
has been demonstrated in experiments which 
the N.M.P.C. has conducted in schools in 
Birmingham as wel: as in other parts of the 
country.
